U. S. House, of this city, leads a/ll other deputies in 
the State in the acquisition of new members for the 
first ten months of the present year, and is fourteenth 
among the 186 deputies listed. His record is 817 mem¬ 
bers. Other records in California are as follows: J. E. 
Moore, 218; T. W. Engle, 287; R. K. Roberts, 51. The 
total record of the Slate is 65 camps and 2253 mem¬ 
bers. 

A thorough organization of delegates is to be made of 
members that are selected to attend the session of the 
head camp at St. Paul in June, as county and State 
conventions are to be held in a number of States, Cali¬ 
fornia, being one of those with less than 250 camps, 
will hold no county convention, but all camps are elect¬ 
ing delegates this week to attend a State convention 
to be held at Sacramento on the second Wednesday in 
February.

Where Battles Are Won. 

When the referee’s whistle sounded on the Yale grid¬ 
iron on Saturday afternoon, November 24, and marked 
the end of Yale's greatest victory over Harvard in foot¬ 
ball in sixteen years, a career was rounded out which 
is unique in the history of Yale athletics. The men who 
of all the Yale men contributed most to that direful 
defeat for the Crimson was Francis Gordon Brown, Jr., 
captain of the Blue team. By winning this game, Brown 
will be able to leave Yale next June, when he grad¬ 
uates, a happy man. During his college course, Brown 
has won all sorts of social, athletic and intellectual 
honors. It remained as a fitting climax to his remark¬ 
able career for him to develop the greatest football 
team that ever wore the Blue. 

It matters not what the outside public may think 
about athletic victories at Yale, nor to whom this pub¬ 
lic may give the credit. Any one familiar with Yale’s 
system in athletics knows that the captain of a Yale 
team is a sovereign, in his little world, whose word is 
law. He can turn down the orders of the greatest of 
Yale’s coaches. He can choose whomsoever he pleases 
for his team. He can play a football game or row a 
boat race according to his own ideas. When he has 
finished, Yale will put her stamp on him for what she 
believes he is worth. If he has been a failure he will 
always be remembered as such. 

Gordon Brown will, at least until a greater one has 
been produced, be remembered as the greatest football 
captain that Yale has ever produced. Yale men will 
accord this honor to Brown because in their judgment 
he has developed and handled the strongest football 
team on record. Yale men realize that Yale had the 
material and the coaches necessary to produce such a 
team, but they add that Yale also had to have the cap¬ 
tain for such a team, and as Brown is the man they will 
give him the credit for the team. Had he failed under 
the circumstances, Yale would have condemned him as 
strongly as she now praises. 

The game of football is a rough game, a game in 
which men are maimed and lives are lost, but it is a 
game which illustrates more forcibly than any other 


the amazing force of physical co-operation. Gordon 
Brown is Yale's greatest captain for the reason that 
he is her greatest organizer, and the great Yale-Har- 
vard game was fought and won—and football games 
are always fvnxhl. they are never played —in the secret 
practice of the Yale team; it was co-operation and se¬ 
cret organization that won. 

We believe that there is a deep fraternal lesson hid¬ 
den beneath this brilliant exhibition of Yale muscle 
and Yale grit. We believe that that lodge will be most 
successful whose secret organization and secret co¬ 
operation is strongest. It is the force of secret co¬ 
operation that is enabling the fraternal orders to drive 
the old line insurance companies to the wall, and we 
further believe that just as the secret organization of 
the Yale team this year is infinitely superior to that 
of forty years ago, so will the fruits of fraternal co¬ 
operation in forty years from now be infinitely superior 
to those of the present generation and our children and 
children's children will devise methods for successful 
fraternal insurance and protection, of which we have 
never dreamed, and that fraternity will be the open 
sesame which will admit the children of the coming 
generation to those benefits which by heritage are right¬ 
fully theirs. 


A Young Main's Record. 

The late James Gardner, of Fullerton, was a young 
man in whom the biblical injunction, “Honor thy father 
and thy mother” was given a fraternal exemplifica¬ 
tion. While he was living, his brain and muscle con¬ 
tributed to their support and comfort, and at his death 
this support was not withdrawn, for he carried insur¬ 
ance in the A. O. U. W. to the amount of $1000, a 
like amount in the Fraternal Brotherhood, and $2000 
insurance in an old-line company. But for the amount 
of protection he left them, his parents would have found 
themselves in straitened circumstances. A considera¬ 
tion and foresight too rarely displayed by the young 
men of today, however, enabled him to pass on to the 
great hereafter with the knowledge that while his 
faults would all be covered by the charitable mantle 
of Mother Earth, the good he had done would live after 
him. 


Sharp Practice in Insurance. 

The case of Mary Hillman, of Leavenworth, Kan., 
begun twentv-one years a<?o against the Connecticut 
Life Insurance Company to recover $20,000, the amount 
due on the life of her husband, has finally been decided 
by the United States Court of Appeals in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

This has been one of the most remarkable insur¬ 
ance cases on record. The final transcript in the case 
contained more than three million words, and the case 
has been reversed and remanded a score of times. 
It is said that the defendant corporation expended 
more than $ic-o,ooo in resisting the suits brought for 
collection, only to be compelled .to pay the claim in 
full, with accrued interest in the end. 

There are several of the old line companies that for 
years have followed a systematic plan of brow-beating 
and compromising death losses with the heirs of the 
insured. They have found that in a great majority 
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of cases the beneficiary will consent to a one-third 
reduction lather than carry the matter into court, and 
they write insurance cheap (for old line companies) 
and pursue this scaling-down process in settlements. 
Some of the fraternal beneficiary societies are remiss in 
this matter at times, but it is always a mistaken pol¬ 
icy. It injures the order; it works an injustice on the 
beneficiary, and it injures the cause of life protection 
wherever insurance is known. The company or society 
that charges a fair rate for the risk incurred and pays 
all losses promptly without brow-beating or quibbling 
is the kind one wants to tie to; one run on any other 
plan is simply a delusion and a snare. 


The Sequences of Appendicitis. 

The following deductions have been drawn by the 
medical board of the National Fraternal Congress for 
the guidance of lodge physicians in passing upon cases 
of appendicitis: 

r. That acute appendicitis has a recurrence of from 
25 to 3 ° per cent. 

2. That such recurrence is usually within the first 
three years. 

3 - That cases treated by removal of appendix are 
safely insurable two years from date of recovery. 

4 - That all other cases should be regarded with sus¬ 
picion, and that the possibility of tubercular or malig¬ 
nant disease in the illio-csecal region should be kept in 
mind. 

They conclude with the statement that two attacks 
should reject, and that at least three years should elapse 
after an initial attack before the applicant would be 
safely insurable, and that the possibility of other condi¬ 
tions simulating the disease should make all physicians 
most guarded in their recommendations. 


A New War Story. 

Major John Field, one of San Diego county’s most 
prominent citizens, is in the city on his way to Santa 
Barbara to attend the old veterans’ reunion. When he 
got off the train he looked up Captain Charles Carter, 
one of the boys who went out in the sixties, and they 
immediately began swapping reminiscences about their 
army life in Virginia. Finally, Major Field asked Cap¬ 
tain Carter if he remembered the Yankee hat. A re¬ 
porter who was standing there heard the following 
story, which both men vouch for as being absolutely 
true: 

On the first day of the battle of the Wilderness a 
Yankee was killed so near the line of battle that a 
soldier by the name of Gregory, Company A, Fourth 
Tennessee, picked up the hat and put it on and wore 
it. He had not had it on his head for more than two 
hours when he was shot through the head, the bullet 
piercing the hat in almost the same hole that the bullet 
had entered that killed the Yankee. 

Another soldier by the name of Wooten of Company 
H, Fourth Tennessee, picked up the hat and put it on 
and in less than an hour he, too, was killed, the bullet 
striking him in the head near the place where the other 
two bullets had entered. 

The next day another soldier by the name of Hen¬ 
dricks, of Company H, Fourth Tennessee, was wearing 


the hat, when he, too, was struck in the head and 
killed. 

Although the hat was a fine one, it was left lying 
on the field, as there was no one who would wear it, 
as four men who had worn it were then cold and stiff! 
and each one had been shot through the hat in almost 
the same place. 


Women as Insurance Risks. 

The investigation of statistics made for the National 
Fraternal Congress by R. Kingston Fox, proves most 
conclusively that as a rule the female risks, if as 
carefully selected, would be even preferable to male 
applicants. As to the dangers incident to the child¬ 
bearing period, thev are far less important as affecting 
the insurance risk than are those conditions of mental 
strain and worry incident to business, or the exactions 
of alcoholic excesses and dissipations so much more 
common in the male applicant. 

It has been stated that women are more apt than 
men to conceal important facts, but this the author 
denies, saying that not a few of the latest writers on 
the subject assert that women are more likely than men 
to give a truthful answer to vital questions. The so- 
called “moral hazard” of female insurance is a much 
over-rated, if indeed not a purely imaginary, objec¬ 
tion, unwarranted by the experience of insurance com¬ 
panies in general.

To Santiago 

Personal Narrative of Sergeant Major T. J. 
Murphy of the 21st Regulars, U. S. A. 


TROUBLE WITH THE TELEPHONE. 


Ihe next night the Sergeant showed up at the club 
with a hostile twist on his mustachios and fire in his 
eye. We all had overheard some remarks among the 
boys about the Major’s getting mixed up with the tele¬ 
phone that morning, and were prepared for sensational 
developments. 

The night before the Major had let the remark drop 
that he never used a telephone, and when any one 
called him up at his lodgings the landlady always did 
the talking for him. Of course, this was a snap for 
the youngsters, and they had not been slow in making 
use of their opportunity. 

d he Sergeant made only the most perfunctory replies 
to our cordial salutations, and took a couple of turns 
up and down the room in seeming nervous agitation, 
but I noticed he was narrowly -watching the glee club 
boys out of the corner of his eye. They kept in as well 
as they comd, but the Major caught one of them nudg¬ 
ing his chum and winking at a third, and that gave him 
his cue. Wheeling suddenly, he brought his heels 
together with a military snap and commenced:

Well, I am a mild 
man, but when I started in the atmosphere got so blue 
that the two young Normal girls put their fingers to 
their ears -and ran away, and the hotel clerk comes 
running out of his stall and says, ‘My dear sir, don’t 
you see we can’t have such language in here!’ And I 
finds my way into the billiard-room and the petticoats 
were all gone, and I gets a messenger to go u-p to the 
West Gate after my things, and now I am. looking for 
new lodgings. And all on account of those young 
slobs who have the gall of an ox, coupled with the 
brains of an oyster. When I was a youngster we had 
more respect for our ciders—that is—” 

The memories of his youth evidently brought the 
ludicrous side of the drama before the Sergeant, and 
after a mock heroic attempt at seriousness, he gave 
up, and joined in the general laughter, although it was 
at his own expense. 

After the hilarity had somewhat subsided, he turned 
to the glee club boys, with: 

“Well, you youngsters have scored on the old man 
this time. Now, own up and confess where that Donny- 
brook petticoat came from, and we will cry quits for 
this time.” 

Then the boys told how they had plundered the Irish 
chambermaid’s wardrobe down at their boarding-house 
and fixed up one of their number in the latest Limerick 
costume, and then bribed the Normal girls to bring 
the Major down to the hotel in the afternoon.
